Others, rejecting this statement are inclined to a dif- 
ferent view of the subject; they insist, and justly, that 
the sale of thirteen hundred copies in two years aſſords 
satisfactory proof of its favourable reception, especially 
as Johnson observes, the sale of books was not in 
Milton's age what it is in the present; for the nation 
had been satisfied from 1629 to 1644, that is forty-one 
years, with only two editions of the works of Shake- 
speare, which probably did not together make one 
thousand copies.“ He was also honoured with se- 
veral flattering tokens of approbation. Marvel and 
Barrow, in their verses prefixed to the ordinary editions 
of Paradise Lost, shew that they were sensible of the 
excellencies of the poem, and were desirous of blazon- 
ing forth its merits to the world.
